It was just like a play with Ber- 
nard Shaw's The Showing, Up of Blanco 
Posnet as its model, except le was Kulcsyk

Those of the dramatis persone who hall 
“speaking parts were the aldermen, the 
mayor, the accused policeman, some wit- 
nesses, anda few attorneys. They performed 
their parts before a background consisting 
of two distinct elements of West Hammond 
citizenship. 

On one side were the refor mers, led by Miss 
Virginia Brooks; on the other the adherents 
of the chief, composed to a commiderabie en- 
tent of “ plug-uglies and others from the 
town’s underworld. The situation looked 
threatening at times, but the meeting ended 
without a riot, with the mayor and reform.

General Information which related to the 
formation of the International Harvester 
company and its present methods of opera- 
tion was recited at the federal building yes- 
terday, when the government began its evi- 
dence in the proseottion of the $140,000,000 
oe trust.“ 

Two witnesses were sworn—Clarence 8. 
Funk, general manager of the company, 
and William H. Jones, vice president, former 
head of the Piano company, one of the five 
original constituents of International Har- 
vester. The readiness with which they an- 
swered Ldwin F. Grosvenor, assistant attor- 
Dey general, seemed to surprise the proee- 
cutor. The net results of the first day’s hear - 
ing were no larger than had been expected. 


One Charge Admitted. 

One charge in the government's bill for 
the dissolution of the trust was admitted 
by Mr. Funk—that a company bought over 
by the Harvester had continued to advertise 
itself as independent for some time after 
its absorption. This, however, took place in 
1905, or well outside the statutory limit. 

On the other hand, Harvester Attorney 
Edgar A. Bancroft brought from Mr. Funk ia 
ross examination that, whereas there had 
been no uniformity in prices before 1902, cus- 
temers.have been treated without discrimi- 
nation since the organization of the trust.“ 


Jones ‘Testifies by Phone. 

M:. Jones, whose testimony was given by 
means of an elaborate telephone apparatus, 
also testified at length on the chaotic busi- 
ness conditions existing prior to the Har- 
vester organization.

The order was presented by Fred A. Brit- 
ten before he retired from aldermanic office 
to run for congress, When he heard the de- 
cision he said he would urge his former 
colleagues in the council! to take up the sub- 
ject at once. 

The opinion was based on section 9 of the 
cities and villages act, which gives municl- 
palities the right to tax, license, and regu- 
late auctioneers, distillers, breweries, lum- 
ber yards, livery stables, public scales, 
money changers, and brokers.“ 

‘The Supreme court held in the case of 
Hinckley vs. Belleville, 43 III. 183, read the 
opinion, “ that money changer means bank- 
er as we ordinarily understand the word. 
The court further held that the City council 
may pass an ordinance taxing, licensing, and 
regulating banks. Private banks are includ- 
ed in this description.” 


Early Action Urged. 


“The city council ought to act on this 


‘opinion as soon as possible,“ said Mr. Brit- 


ten, and I hope it will take it up for serious 
consideration immediately after the first fall 
meeting. I shall ask some of my old friends 
there to do all they can in this direction.” 
Another opinion from the law department 
held that the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation and similar organisations need pay 
no license fees for pool tables and restau- 
rants 80 long as they are intended for mem- 
bers only and are not operated for profit.

Rapid Transit Company Makes Experi- 
ment in Effort to Avoid Possible Fu- 
ture Labor Troubles.

THREE-MORE ARE MISSING 


Everybody 
Military Funerals for the 
Sailor Dead. 


Authorities at the United States naval! 
training station at Lake Bluff. Ill., now be 
lieve eleven men were drowned‘ when the 
station's sailing launch wes swamped on 
Sunday afternoon. Three bodies in addition 
to the flve recovered on Sunday night, were 
found and identified vesterdax. Three 
known to have been aboard the launch still 
are missing. Patrols are 2 a for their 
bodies. 

One of the bodies W curing the 
day was that of Walter E. Negus, chief 
gunner’s mate, who was in charge of the 
party of twenty-four apprentices, end who 
wes believed until morning to have been 
saved. 

A court of inquiry will try to determine who 
was ‘responsible for the accident. Capt. 
W. F. Fullam, commandant of the station, 
telegraphed an account of the loss of the 
eleven men and a request of the appointment 
of a court to the navy department in Wash- 
ington. Dispatches from Washington indi- 
cate Capt. Fullam will be asked to appoint 
three members of the court from the officers 
on duty at the station. 


Negus Did Not Ask Permission. 

It developed Negus took the party of ap- 
prentices out in the launch without asking 
permission of the officer of the day, as re- 
quired by the regulations. 

The report that my permission was asked 
is a mistake, Capt. Fullam said. Such re- 
quests as Negus should have made do not 
come to me. They are made to the officer 
of the day. Negus did not make any re- 
quest. But he is dead, and he died bravely. 

“Tt happened I was the first person to see 
the sailing launch was making heavy weather 
of it, and I called up the officer of the day, 
Hagmaster, and ordered that the motor 
launch be sent to its assistance.

He maintains that. until the Dublin inci- 
dent, the offenses for which suffragets were 
imprisoned were so trivia! that nobody be- 
lleved the women ought to be severely pun- 
ishéd therefor, “ though a good many people 
believed. women ought to’ be punished for 
daring to demand voter."’ 


Dublin Incident an Outrage. 

“But the Dublin incident was not trivial,” 
saye Mr Shaw. Setting fire to a theater 
isa serious crime and if women may commit 
arson with impunity because their motives 
are public motives, they may assassinate 
people, derail trains, blow up parliament, or 
do anything mischievous or murderous. 

No community will stand this and women 
who are prepared to go to such lengths must 
clearly be restrained I do not say they 
should be punished, because I do not believe 
anybody should be punished, but restrained 
they must be, just as necessarily as a tiger 
must be restrained. 

“The only method of restraint at present 
available is imprisonment, and whether the 
prisoners are punished or made comfortable 
they can always, by voluntary starvation, 
force upon the community the alternative of 
removing the restraint or seeing them die. 


Government in a Dilemma. 

“This is the dilemma in which the suf- 
fragets have placed the government. Hith- 
erto the government has stupidly and angrily 
attempted to escape from the dilemma by 
the illegal and abominable expedient of 
forcible feeding. It has been guffty of vio- 
lence and torture in prisons and has tried to 
excuse itself by lying and insolence in par- 
llament. 

“At that game it has been ignominiously 
beaten and has had to release the women 
and confess its own impudent mendacity con- 
cerning the cruelty and danger of its illegal 
methods. 

Mr Shaw then points out the plan of 
finally releasing the prisoners after tortur- 
ing them as much as the authorities dare.” 


Impossible in Long Sentences, 

“This treatment,” he says, is clearly ap- 
plicable only to short sentences w here women 
receive by forcible feeding the fullest equiv- 
alent of unexpired parts of sentences. But 
when women commit graver crimes, this u- 
logical compounding of months of imprison- 
ment for weeks of torture is no longer pos- 
sible. 

“ Th@ attempt to give the Dublin prisoners 
pump feeding or the equivalent for thirty- 
one or two years of penal servitude would 
probably end in killing them or driving them 
mad. Other suffragets might then be goaded 
to do something punishable by penal servi- 
tude for life. 

“Then what would the government do? 
To reiease the really dangerous criminal

after a fortnight of stomach pumping would 
be ridiculous and the released prisoners 


might possibly be lynched. To keep a woman 


prisoner would mean allowing her to starve 
herself. In such an extremity it seems to 
me the prisoner's right to commit suicide 
would have to be recognized.”’

TURKEY AGREES TQ PEACE 
IF IT CAN RAISE A BIG LOAN. 


Italy Trying to Get from $100,000,C00 
to $120,000,000 for Foe, Other 
Terms Having Been Arranged. 


PARIS, Sept. 16.—Thegterms for peace be- 
tween italy and Turkey ve been practical- 
ly arranged, with the exception of a proposed 
loan to Turkey of between $100,000,000 and 
$120,000,000, concerning which Italy Is now 
communicating with French, English, and 
Belgian tinanciers, according to a telegram 
‘received today by the Paris Temps, from 
Réné Puaux, one of its editors, at Geneva. 

The terms of the proposed settlement in- 
clude, the dispatch states, the tacit accept- 
ance by the porte that Italian occupation 
of Tripoli is an accomplished fact, Turkey 
being permitted to retain a Mediterranean 
port at one of the extremities of Libya, with 
a strip of territory, 

Provision also is made for the recognition 
of the spiritual suzerainty of the sultan in 
Tripolitanta, for the payment of monetary 
grants to the Arab chiefs by italy, Which also 
will pay to Turkey annually a certain amount 
of the national debt.

The contract with the milk producers has 
been put into_effeet for the six months from 
Oct. 1 to April 1 at an average price of $1.70 
per 100 pounds.

There being forty-céven 
querts in 100 pounds of milk, the préducer’s 
price is a trifle less than half a cent per quart 
lower than last year.

HOSPITAL THE PLACE FOR 
CONTAGION. | 
R. WOODY tells us the first con- 
tagious disense hospital was 
opened in 1865. The pioneer city 
was Glasgow. Chicago had no 
hospital provision for contagious 
diseases less than twenty years ago. It 
seems but yesterday that a series of bub- 
lic meetings was held in this city to arouse 
public sentiment on the need of a contagious. 
disease hospital. Today even small towns 
recognise the advantage of having a place 
to care for contagion. The only question 
they weigh is where can the money be 
found. 

Dr. Woody tells us that in Philadelphia, 
in 1910, of the 1,025 recognized cases of 
scarlet fever, 1,219 were treated in the 
hospital for contagious diseases. Of the 
8,804 cases of diphtheria, 2,285 were 
treated in the hospital and 1,569 at home. 
Dvidently the people understand the ad- 
vantage of being cared for in a hospital.

and of their successive grand masters, Ba- 
ward VII., wher Prince of Wales, and, after 
his acGession to the throne, his brother, the 
Duke of Coétinaught, now governor general 
of Canada.

Tune Duke of Grafton is a fine specimen of 
the great English noble of the old school, 
stately in appearance, yet simple, unaffeet- 
ed, and extremely kindly in his manner. 

He bears the royal arms of England, briséd 
with a bar sinister, for he is descended from 
the first Duke df Grafton, believed by Charles 
II. to be his son by his favorite, Barbara VII- 
llers, who, after flourishing successively as 
the wife of Roger Palmer, Bari of Caatle- 
maine, and of Beau Fielding, died as 
Dychess of Cleveland, Countess of Soutli- 
ampton, and Baroness Nonesuch. | 

True, it is claimed by eminent genealogists 
and by students of history that résearch 
shows the real father of the fair Barbaga’s 
son, Henry Fitzroy, first Duke of Grafton, to 
nave bean u Chesles Berkeley, ons of the 


unpopularity was attributable to his disap- 
proval of the policy of the crown and of the 
nation with regard to the American colonies, 
which resulted in their secession and in thetr 
transformation into the United States. 

He was the friend and patron of the poet

Paid ‘‘Writeups” Must Be Desig- 
nated as Advertisements 
Under Penalty. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—Postmaster 
General Hitchcock today issued instructions 
for carrying into effect the new newspaper 
and periodica) law, first returns under which 
must de made by Oct. 1. 

The law requires publishers to file on April 
and Oct. 1 of each year with the postmaster 
general and with the local postmaster, under 
penalty of denial of the use of the malle, a 
sworn statement of the names and addresses 
of the owner, publisher, editor, managing ed- 
itor, and business manager of their newspa- 
pers and periodicals. Religious, fraternal, 
temperance, and scientific publications are 
excepted. 

Provisions of Law; 

For a corporation the names of the holders 
of more than 1 per cent of the stocks, bonds, 
or other securities must be given, and, in 
the case of dally newspapers, a statement of 


the average paid circulation for the preceding , 


six months is required. 


All editorial or other reading matter ap- | 


pearing in a newspaper or magazine for the 
publication of which pay is accepted or prom- 
ised must be marked Advertisement.“ un- 
der penalty of a fine of not less than $50 or 
more than $500. 


Not Favored by Department.

OLSON EXPLAINS THE SHIFT. 


Chief Justice Says Stay Should Be 
Limited to Six Months. 


Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
courts last night explained the transfer of 
Municipal Judge Goodnow from the Court of 
Domegtic Relations, which the latter organ- 
ized and made a success. 

“A year is too long for any man to endure 
the strain attendant upon the office of judge 
in the Court of Domestic Relations,” said 
Judge Olson. Judge Goodnow has stood 
it for a year, but it was beginning fe tell on 
him. 

Shifted Under Custom. 

“In accordance with the regular custom 
of shifting judges I transferred Judge Good- 
now from the court of domestic relations to 
hearing attachments, replevin, and garnish- 
ment sults.” 

Judge Goodnow, who is out of the city, had 
not made a request for the change, although 
it wae generally known he wanted 4 rest 
from the work, 

Stories of cruelty, abandonment, euffer- 
ing, poverty, and neglect—all of which were 
heard dally by Judge Goodnow—almost drove 
him to a nervous breakdown. 


Court “Too Successful.” 

“There are few men who can handle the 
position with as much commendation as 
Judge Goodnow handled it, but the man 
needed a rest, continued Judge Olson. He 
organized thé court and kept it for a year. 
It is a trying post. An ordinary man could 
not listen to the tales that come into that 
court for more than six months at a time. 
The court of domestic relations has proven 
almost too much of a success. It has be- 
come a work from which a judge would like 
to escape for a large part of the time.“ 

Judge William N. Gemmill has been as- 
signed to the bench vacated by Judge Good- 
now for the fall term.

Experiments are being made on one of 
the Hamburg-ecean liners with a method 
of cofMbining wirelegs telegraph anc postal 
service so as to give the pub ic the benefit 
of. What they’ call, the: “oceanic let- 
ter. The message is written by a passen- 
ger on board an outwerd-bound steamer 
and-iz intended for a person on the conti- 
nent. It is given to the wireless operator 
on bog dl. and when he is able to make con- 
net tin with a steamer going in the oppo- 
site direction he sends the wireless mes- 
sage, with the pr r.inetructions. The 
message is taken wn on ‘aispecial tele- 
graph blank aud when the vessel arrives 
at port. the telegram is turned into the or- 
dinary wall and thus srrives at its deetina- 
tion, - Experiments Were made on board 
the steamer „Cape Arcoéna’’ of Hamburg. 
and it. was found that sometimes the 
messages, gained eight or even fourteen 
days over letters sent 2. the usual postal 
method, The, price is, $1.20 for a 30 word 
mefsage, and this is much lower than for 
over-gea wireless messages, the rate being 
cents a word. It is thought that the

Sweet Cucumber Pickles. 


ASH small cucumbers ‘and lay them 

for three days in a brine so strong 

that it will bear up an egg. Drain 

and lay in fresh water overnight. 

Line a kettle with grape leaves and 
put the small cucumbers in layers in it, 
sprinkling each layer very lightly with a 
dusting of powdered alum. When all the 
cucumbers are in the kettle, cover them with 
three layers of grape leaves, then pour in 
cold water until the contents of the vessel 
dre covered. Put on a closely fitting lid and 
get the kettle where the pickles will steam 
but not boil, for six hours. ‘At the end of 
tifat time drain the cucumbers, throw them 
into cold water, and leave for several hours, 
then drain again and pack in, jars, Fill each 
jar to overflowing with spiced vinegar. To 
prepare this season each quart of vinegar 
with six blades of mace, six allspice, eight 
whole cloves, eight black peppers, a cupful 
of granulated or light brown sugar. Bring 
to a hard boil, stirring well, and pour into the 
jara. Do not use these pickles in less than 
three months.—By request of I. C. H.

ELMO: The two things that must be re- 
membered if you wish to reduce superfluous 
flesh are diet and exercise. Take plenty of 
exercise; walking, tennis, or any kind of ex- 
ercise is good. Do not eat sweets, rich greasy 
foods, or starchy foods. Sleep only seven 
hours a day and do not take a nap in the after- 
noon, Rolling is good for reducing the hips.

A. M. G.: Under no circumstances use car- 
bolic acid for removing hair. That is deadly 
and will burn the skin. I would advise you to 
have the hair removed by the electric needle. 

You 
might try to remove it yourself by using one- 
third ammonia and two-thirds peroxide of 
hydrogen. Apply to the hair two or three times 
a day. The hair will not come off instantly; 
the peroxide will bleace it and the ammonia 
will gradually kill the roots, but it is effectual 
if persisted in.

IDA: Green soap may be bought at any drug 
store. It is not green but yellow and is really 
an unhardened or green soap mixture. The 
curling fluid is perfectly harmless. Massage 
the skin food into the face daily. It depends 
upon the way you wish to use ammonia. It is 
not good to use it when shampooing the hair, 
that is, too frequently.

The Turkish bath habit 
has been much overdone, and there is always 
a question of its being debilitating. However 
for ordinary healthy women once. a week is not 
too often to take a Turkish bath, providing one 
does not stay in the steam and hot room too 
long. The Turkish bath may have a great 
effect on you in reducing. They do reduce to 
some extent, but reduce some people more than 
others.
